THAT a F UND {being made for a Lottery of a Million, or more, 1t thought fit, to be Adven- 
ced by ſuch Perſons only as ſhall purchaſe their Intereſt by bringing in P/ze ; forthwith to be Coined 
before «the C/;ps Money be called in) would certainly Anſwer in hen of B/{on, to give an immediate 
Supply to the Market, keep our Money circulating, and remove all Objections.
